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Asks Drastic Ban 
On Hitler Loans 


Washington, D. C. — William 
Green, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, presented to 
President Roosevelt the resolution 


adopted by the Chicago Federation 
of Labor declaring that Hitler’s Nazi 
government is the enemy of organiz- 
ed labor, and demanding that the 
government of the United States use 
all its influence to prevent Ameri- 
can credits being extended to the 
notorious Germans Fascist regime. 
The resolution which was given to 
the President by request of the Chi- 
cago Labor Federation follows: 
WHEREAS, Abundant’ evidence 
now shows that Fascist dictatorship, 
such as the Nazi Hitler government 
of Germany, is the arch enemy of 
organized labor, that it destroys 
every vestige of democracy, abolishes 
freedom of speech, press and assSem- 
bly; ruthlessly stamps out all or- 
ganizations protecting the interests 
of labor and substitutes hostile com- 
pulsory “slave-driving” organizations, 
even worse than the most infamous 
company union; and 
Labor’s Living Standards Reduced 
WHEREAS, It is now established 
that Fascism in Nazi Germany, Italy 
and elsewhere has cruelly reduced 
the workers’ standards of living, has 
enormously increased government de- 


ficits and debts, while its program 
for coping with the depression and 


unemployment has only added to the 
people’s misery; and 

Jews and Labor Persecuted 
WHERBAS, It is now more than 
ever apparent that Hitler’s Nazis 
stand in the interests of a rich and 
privileged minority and against the 
masses, and, moreover, that their 
inhuman persecution of the 
their savage destruction of all lib- 
eral and labor organizations and 
their brutal executions and impris- 
onments establish a rule by arbitrary 
ignorance and brutal force, matched 
only by the primitive barbarity of 
the dark ages; and 

American Loans Sought 


WHEREAS, Now when Hitler’s 
Nazi Germany is brought to. the 


brink of political and financial ruin 
by these arbitrary and futile policies, 
they seek to obtain American credits 
and loans to Germany to bolster up 


and perpetuate this reactionary dic- 
tatorship; and 

WHEREAS Such credits and 
loans might not only proleng the 


existence of this hateful dictatorship, 
but might actually aid in the estab- 


lishment of such a dictatorship in 
this country, where Hitler’s repre- 
sentatives are already seeking to 
create Fascist sentiment; and

continuation of this necessary policy, 
be it 


Government Asked to Block Loans 

RESOLVED, By the Chicago Fed- 
eration of Labor, that we vigorously 
protest against and condemn any at- 
tempt to extend aid to*the Nazi gov- 
ernment, directly or indirectly, by 
the extension of American credits or 
loans; and be it further 

RESOLVED, That we respectfully 
request the United States govern- 
ment to use its authority and influ- 
ence to prevent the extension of any 
American loans and credits to the 
Nazi government; and be it further 

RESOLVED, That any attempt to 
extend financial aid to the Nazi gov- 
ernment can only be regarded by or- 
ganized labor as an attempt to pre- 
serve this despicable form af Fascist 
dictatorship and aid its extension 
to other countries of the world, in- 
cluding the United States; and be 
it further 

Unions Urged to Protest 

RESOLVED, That we_ urgently 
call upon all trade unions and other 
labor organizations, as well as upon 
all bodies of the American people

New York.—Labor, employers and 
leaders in public and private life got| 
together recently in a remarkable 
celebration of the new NRA code for 
the undergarment and negligee  in- 
dustry. 

Led by Sidney Hillman, president _ 
of the Amalgamated Garment Work- 
ers, everyone present “cracked down” 
on chiselers and pledged loyal sup- 
port to the new code. 

But Hillman did not hide the fact 
there is a hard battle ahead. He 
warned the assembly that some code

the underwear industry. 

“Before jong the 40-hour week will 
be a thing of the past,” Hillman con- | 
tinued.

become a party to such a war will be the losers for every 
day such a war may continue. 
Hence any nation getting into war would invariably have 
been the gainer had it stayed out of it. 

If Europe should start another such an orgy as its lead- 
ing countries precipitated in 1914, the people of the United 
States should have been stung sufficiently by its previous 
experience to stay out of it. If anybody in Europe wants 
war badly enough to start it, let them fight and finance their 
own wars. Let us have nothing to do with it. 


SOLVING OUR OWN PROBLEMS 


Before we ever again attempt to mix up in the squabbles 


of other countries, let us at least proceed to solve our own | 
There are plenty questions demanding a 


problems first. 
settlement, without delay, and unless we apply ourselves to 
this task, instead of meddling with the affairs of other coun- 
triés, we are liable to pay very dearly for it, just as we now 


are having the experience of shouldering the burden of the| 
loans made to Europe during the world war, but which’! 


every country, except Finland, seems to have decided to 
repudiate. 

Having had such an experience should teach us for many 
generations to come to attend strictly to our own business, 
instead of getting mixed up in the quarrels of other nations. 
We have plenty problems to solve ourselves and so long as 
this is the condition existing, we had far better apply our- 
selves to solving them rather than getting dragged into the 
wars of other nations. 


Our own problems should keep us busy for a long time! 


to come. Our depression is still on, unemployment is not 


ended, our financial structure needs a lot of fixing, and many | 


other problems are demanding attention. Let us apply our- 
selves to solving these problems in a way that will be accept- 
able to the majority of the American people. 

The less we bother our heads about the affairs of other 
nations and the more attention we give to attending to the 


affairs of our own country, the better will our own people!
